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colored children to women of the 
two races bet ween the* a«es of 
15 and 41) years. 

Though the negroes have a 
larger proportion of children 
than the whites, it has been 
noticed that the whites of the 
South have a larger proportion 
than the whites in other sections 
of tb« country. It therefore is 
interesting to compare the two 
races in those states to which the 
negroes an- mostly contined. 

"At the t«u ceusui proceeding 
the Civil War, the proportion of 
children for the. two races at the 
South was substantially the 
same. The 'immediate ell ect of 
the Civil War and Reconstruc- 
tion; if the figures of 18Jg" may 

be trusted to the extent) «nw to 
reduce the proportion of child- 
ren among southern whites by 
about one eighth, and anion- 
negroes by one twenty-fifth. The 
follow ing decade saw an increase 
iu the proportion for each race, 
but as the decrease among the 
uegroes, 1800 to 1870, has been 
less, so was the increase, 1870 to 
1880, greater. But between 1880 
and 1900 there was a decrease of 
100 in the number of negro 
children at the South to 1,000 
negro women, and a decrease of 
only 75 white children to 1,000 
white women. As a result, in 
1900 there were for the first 
time more white children than 
negro children in the South to 
1,000 women."

The police 
had beeu told by the woman 
the half world, who betrayed 
Luster Oq them, that he had said 
he would kill anyone who tried 
to arrest him. 

They were very cautious, 1 
while two of them seized Luster 
before he knew what waB com- 
ing, a third disarmed him, firfd- 
ing the pistol with which he 
killed his wife cocked for use in 
his coat pocket. 

The police here knew nothing 
of the crime until it was tipped 
off to them by the woman, and 
if Luster had not talked about it 
he could probably have hidden 
here for an indefinite time. 

The local police are anxious to 
have the Kentucky officers come 
for the prisoner as they fear he 
will collapse.

Paper Samples Will Not be Second Class 
Matter After Sept. 1st 



HELD AS MERCHANDISE. 



Earlingto.i Health Authorities 
"Coppering" the Wells -Only 
Few Cases. 

Much Malaria but Little Typhoid Pre- 
vailing, 

The Earlington Board of 
Health and our efficient Health 
Officer, Dr. C. B. Johnson, have 
a fine record for prompt action 
of the right sort i*n any emer- 
gency affecting the health of the 
people, backed up and assisted 
as they are always bv all the 
physicians of the city and by the 
citizens generally. 

Just now, for instance, the 
public wells and several of the 
private wells of Earlington have 
been treated to carefully gradu- 
ated doses of blue stone, have 
been "coppered" if you liki 

copperized" if that term suits 
you better. The object of this 
treatment is to kill all typhoid 
germs that may possibly lurk iu 
these well patronized sources of 
our water supply. There are a 
few cases only of typhoid here so 
far this year, a very small num- 
ber as compared with last year 
for instance. And in fact the 
number of cases is comparatively 
trifling generally here. The cases 
so far have been, too, of a mild 
type generally. So that no 
emergency exists but this action 
on the part of the health author- 
ities is only precautionary and 
shows their general alertness and 
preparedness. 

The amount of blue stone ad- 
ministered to these wells is in- 
finitesimal, being but one grain 
to sixty-five gallons of water. 
The amount of water in each 
well is estimated and the chemi- 
cal put in at the proper ratio. 
City Engineer Frank D. Rash 
assisted Drs. Johnson, Nisbet 
aud Sisk in doctoring the wells, 
the engineer estimating the ca- 
pacity while the doctors admin- 
istered the dose. 

The Board of Health is made 
up of Jas. R. Rash, John X. Tay- 
lor and Dan M. Evans. Dr. C. 
B. Johnson was appointed 
Health Officer upon the retire- 
ment of Dr. E. A. Chatten aud 
has served in that capacity sinoe 
that time. 

Chills have been very preva- 
lent here this year aud it is no- 
ticed that when there is much 
malaria there is little typhoid. 



The post office department has

A complete reorganisation of af- 
fairs at Blltmofe is to be made by 
George W. Vanderbllt. First aud 
foremoBt Mr. Vanderbilt Is to give 
up farming himself aud Is going to 
let somebody else do it for him. He 
has believed all along that his ven- 
ture at Biltmore could be made to 
pay expenses or uearly so, but he 
been disappointed. He consid- 
ers that his experiment of 10 years 
Justifies him in changing his mind 
about the money there was to be 
made in farming. Farming has been 
a pastime with Mr. Vanderbilt, very 
agreeable, but most expensive. 



The market demand for red gum- 
one of the commonest trees on the 
hardwood bottomlands of the 
Southeaster States and the Mississ- 
ippi Valley— has grown very rapid- 
ly In the last six years. Previous 
to this time the manufacture of the 
wood had reirifcined in the experi- 
mental stage, little effort having 
been made to prevent its tendency 
to warp and tist. Judicious care in 
handling has, however, proved suf- 
ficient to eliminate this objectable 
quality, and the usefulness and 
abundance of red gum, with the 
growing scarcity of peplar and Cot- 
tonwood, which it resembles in sev- 
eral ways, have brought about its 
increasing use by the mills, uutil 
now furniture factories in cities 
alone consume between forty mil- 
lion and sixty million board feet a 
year, and the wood may be regard- 
ed as firmly established in the mar- 
ket. 

Bulletin 68 of tho Bureau of For- 
estry, just published, is the fruit of 
a thorough study of the red gum 
and of its value for various pur- 
poses. At a time when new woods 
are sought for substitutes for those 
of which the supplies have been de- 
pleted, such studies are in request 
among lumbermen and wood man- 
ufacturers. Knowledge of the red 
gum will be especially welcomed by 
them in view of the plentiful sup- 
plies of the timber and the particu- 
lar need of a wood possessing its 
qualities. * 

The red gum grows in mixture 
with ash, cotton wood and oak on 
the deep, fertile alluvial soil of the 
southern bottomlands, where it is 
often the commonest timber tree. 
In the best situations it reaches a 
height of 160 feet and a diameter of 
5 feet, though such very large di- 
mensions are unusual. The stem is 
straight and cylindrical, furnishing 
clear wood in wide boards. Moat of 
the best grades are exported, the 
rest being used here for such pur- 
poses as inside flooring aud finish- 
ing. Thj value of the red gum was 
fully appreciated abroad before a 
demand for It was felt here. Prac- 
tically 76 per cent of the clear. heart 
lumber cut in this country still 
finds its way to England, France, 
aud Germany, to be manufactured 
into furniture, inside finishings, 
newel posts, stair railings and the 
like. The commons and other clear 
sap go here into furniture, desks 
the better grade of boxes, and a num- 
ber of novelties; the poor stock, in- 
to boxes and other articles for 
which short, narrow boards are suit- 
able. Red gum is now one j)i the 
leading woods used for slack bar- 
rels and pails. Nearly all the man- 
ufacturers of staves aud headings 
In the Mississippi Valley are using 
it. 

The natural color of tne wood Is 
attractive, but it takes stain so well 
that it is often made to imitate ma- 
hogany, walnut, and other favorite 
woods. 

These are only some of the uses or 
red gum; other* will be found as the 
wood becomes better known. 

Since yellow poplar and cotton- 
wood have become scarce aud high- 
er in price, it ha* been found profit- 
able to devote to red gum the par- 
tioular care in handling which is 
needful to season it. By piling the 
lumber so as to secure free ventila- 
tion, aud allowing it to stand from 
three to six months, the mills are 
now able to furnish fairly clear; 
straight boards. The added cost Is 
not great enough to offset the gain.
